
Council Extends Dirt Truck Deadline
Lumbering dirt trucks will continue to use Ma­ 

dison St. and Hawthorne Blvd. as their route to the 
local site of the San Diego Freeway for at least an­ 
other 30 days following an action, granting the ex- 
tension, by the city council last night.

Use of Madison was supposed to 'have ended on 
Dec. 1, charged complainants, who stated that they 
were jolted from sleep in the early moring hours by 
the roaring trucks. They added that the vehicles 
caused traffic hazards, torced them to "eat dirt'' 
and were gradually shaking their houses apart.

Donald E. Wann, a resident of the area, and his

attorney, Arthur Worth, submitted photos to the 
council which alleged to show that trucks were load­ 
ing dirt "within 1200 feet of the highway" but were 
then traveling across the site to turn on to Madison St. 
Wann " indicated that Torrance Sand and Gravel, 
which is the supplier of the dirt for the freeway, 
should cut a road across the intervening property to 
allow the trucks direct access to the highway.

Torrance Sand and Gravel owner, Charles Shep- 
pard, stated that the terrain made it almo'st impos­ 
sible to cut the road.  

He pointed out that dirt on the Hawthorne Ave. 
sump was not acceptable to state inspectors for free­

way fill and had to be mixed with more solid dirt 
from the Madison Ave. site.

EXTEND DEADLINE
Councilmen extended the deadline for the addi­ 

tional 30 days on a motion by Councilman* Nickolas 
Drale. Only "no" vote was cast by Councilman Willys 
Blount.

In other actions the council, on a motion by 
Blount, agreed to reopen studies on an approved 
variance, granted last week for construction of apart­ 
ment units on Madison Ave. between 227th St. and 
230th St.. after spokesmen for local residents handed 
in more than 150 written protests to the action. Pro­

tests were signed by home owners in the immediate 
vicinity of the planned construction.

Action on the issue was held over for one week 
to allow a vote of the full council. %

City also approved a low bid of $19,520.65, sub­ 
mitted by the Sheets Construction Co., on the pro­ 
posed improvement of Carson St. through Torrance 
High Park.

City Attorney Stanley Remelmeyer stated that 
the courts Tuesday ruled in favor of the city in con­ 
demnation proceedings, granting an order of imme­ 
diate possession. Work will be delayed pending an 
appeal by owners of the property.
